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STATEMENT  BY  THE  SELECTMEN 


TO  THE  CITIZENS  AND  TAXPAYERS   OP  PARMINGTON  : 

We  submit  herewith  our  annual  statement  per- 
taining to  the  business  affairs  of  the  town. 

We  feel  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  cover  all  of  the 
minor  details  but  will  try  to  present  some  of  the  most 
important  items.   . 

Fully  aware  that  taxes  are  always  an  unwelcome 
burden  and  knowing  that  present  day  requirements  for 
services  of  the  several  departments  have  increased  dur- 
ing the  past  years  and  also  being  somewhat  familiar 
with  departmental  costs,  we  have  prepared  a  budget  for 
the  present  year  which  we  feel  will  cover  only  minimum 
expenses  and  will  not  permit  any  department  to  enter  in- 
to an  expansive  program. 

The  following  excerpt  is  taken  from  a  recent  letter 
of  the  State  Tax  Commission :  "It  is  not  sound  munici- 
pal financing  to  make  appropriations  known  to  be  less 
than  will  be  required,  with  the  expectations  that  expendi- 
tures of  some  appropriations  may  be  scaled  down  and  a 
balance  converted  to  another  use.  Each  appropriation 
should  be  made  to  meet  the  exact  needs  of  that  particular 
service  so  far  as  is  possible." 

The  above  confirms  the  policy  which  we  have  tried 
to  follow  in  preparing  the  budgets  for  the  past  few  years. 

At  times  certain  conditions  arise  which  are  really 
emergencies  and  which  no  one  can  foresee  nor  prevent. 
Several  of  such  conditions  occurred  during  the  past  year. 
The  oil  burner  at  the  town  hall  gave  out  and  it  became 
necessary  to  install  a  new  outfit.  We  purchased  a  new 
Scott-Newcoinb  burner  with  the  latest  improved  controls,

and  it  is  expected  that  there  will  be  a   saving  in   opera- 
tion costs. 

The  unusual  frost  or  spiing  breakup  on  the  coun- 
try roads  was  another  unforeseen  expense  for  the  high- 
way department.  Trying  to  keep  such  roads  even  in  a 
partly  passable  condition  was  an  unexpected  cost  burden 
for  this  department.  We  found  that  this  condition  was  not 
wholly  local,  but  prevailed  over  most  of  New  England. 
Also  a  bridge  had  to  be  rebuilt  over  the  Home  brook  lo- 
cated in  the  Hometown  district. 

These  were  some  of  the  emergencies  which  added 
materially  to  maintenance  costs. 

Following  the  policy  of  resurfacing  tarvia  roads 
in  need  of  repair  and  treating  new  areas  as  fast  as  pos- 
sible, the  highway  department  resurfaced  several  of  the 
village  streets,  and  newly  treated  certain  portions  where 
heavy  rains  have  caused  washouts.  About  3,500  linear 
feet  of  the  Meaderboro  road  was  newly  treated,  and  if  a 
thin  coating  can  be  added  each  year  for  the  next  two 
years,  and  the  work  extended,  Ave  Avill  soon  have  a  hard 
surfaced  road  from  the  Rochester  line  to  the  school 
house.  During  the  floods  of  1936  this  road  was  impass- 
able and  Avas  one  if  the  most  expensive  repair  costs  of 
that  year. 

There  are  tAvo  small  wooden  bridges  near  the 
Rochester  reservoir  which  Avill  have  to  be  rebuilt  this 
year  and  something  ought  to  be  done  to  strengthen  the 
Watson  bridge.  Since  the  installation  of  the  sand  and 
gravel  project  at  the  Moulton  bank,  this  bridge  has  been 
subjected  to  heaAder  traffic  than  for  which  it  was  de- 
signed. The  bridge  can  be  strengthened  by  placing  at 
least  one  line  of  heavy  timbers  lengthwise  through  the 
center,  and  be  strong  enough  to  support  the  heavy  loads. 

The  state  road  to  the  Milton  line  is  completed  and 
we  feel  that  there  is  no  immediate  call  for  more  of  this 
type  of  construction. 
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The  Spring  street  sidewalk  was  completed  this 
past  year  and  with  such  small  repairs  as  may  become 
necessary,  should  give  this  section  of  the  town  a  much 
needed  and  appreciated  improvement. 

We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $697.66  in 
order  to  secure  State  aid  to  the  amount  of  |2,790.64  for 
the  improvement  of  Class  V  higliAvays. 

For  the  past  two  years  no  money  was  raised  for 
this  class  of  highway  improvement,  because  the  law  does 
not  permit  the  raising  of  money  in  the  same  year  for  both 
State  aid  construction  and  Class  V  aid.  If  this  recom- 
mendation is  adopted,  about  2  1-3  miles  of  country  road 
can  be  improved  this  year. 

BLISTER  RUST  CONTROL 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  |400.00  be  raised 
and  expended  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Forestry 
and  Eecreation  Department.

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We  have  asked  for  an  increase  in  the  appropria- 
tion for  town  poor  for  the  reason  that  the  town  will  have 
to  assume  the  entire  cost,  as  there  will  be  no  more  reim- 
bursements from  the  State. 

The  cost  of  Old  Age  Assistance  has  been  increas- 
ing steadily,  and  while  the  town  has  to  assume  only  25% 
of  the  total  direct  and  medical  aid,  it  is  impossible  to 
figure  the  exact  amount  necessary  for  the  ensuing  year. 
The  town's  apportionment  varies  each  month;  last 
November  it  was  1250.05,  December  |313.95,  and  Janu- 
ary 1334.55.  The  increases  in  December  and  January 
were  principally  medical,  hospital  and  burial  expenses. 
We  have  asked  for  an  appropriation  of  |3,500.0(>,  antici- 
pating an  average  monthly  cost  of  a  little  under  |300.00.

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As  a  supplement  to  the  above  it  may  be  interest- 
ing to  note  that  in  order  to  get  a  true  picture  of  the 
town's  financial  condition  and  the  amount  of  the  fixed 
charges  which  have  to  be  provided  for,  we  should  take  in- 
to account  the  School  and  Precinct  debts  as  well  as  the 
Town  delit.  The  debt  service  for  the  Schools  and  Pre- 
cinct is  included  in  the  budgets  of  each  of  these  govern- 
mental divisions  and  become  a  part  of  the  tax  levy.

property  taxes  raised  for  all  town  purposes.  And  the 
total  debt  service  |1 3,742.50  was  nearly  1414%  of  the 
$96,463.94  assessed  for  all  Town  and  Precinct  purposes 
exclusive  of  the  $247.00  sewer  tax. 

The  amount  required  for  funded  debt  service  the 
current  year  is  $13,370.00.
